attem pt to discredit the efforts of 
the new adm inistration to improve 
the financial condition of the vil­ 
lage treasury*. 
A certified audit 
on April 1st, 1927, shows th a t in­ 
stead of having $2,869.92 in the 
treasury a deficiency of $3833.90 
actually existed. Compare this fig ­ 
ure with the $367.57 deficiency on 
April 1st, 1928, plus $1635 in tim e 
wTa rrants and draw your own con­ 
clusions. 
It is an uncontestable fact th at 
the financial condition of the vil­ 
lage on April 1st, 1928, is vastly 
better than it wras a year previous. 
Public im provem ents in 1927 ex­ 
ceeded those of the year previous 
w ithout one cent of public benefit 
assessm ent.

There has probably never been 
a prim ary in Cook county or Illi­ 
nois sim ilar to the one last Tues­ 
day when the voters of the state 
arose enm ass and delivered ai crush­ 
ing defeat tot a political ring th at 
had proven itself unfit to be en­ 
trusted with the enforcem ent of the 
law's. 
A rthur Evans, in the 
Chicago 
Tribune states th at Tue.-iliay’s vic­ 
tory of the public over the greatest 
political machine ever fashioned in 
Cook county added a new chapter 
to Chicago’s history. 
Observers, 
viewing the trium ph, saw in it a 
m anifestation 
of 
popular 
w rath 
against the 
partnership 
betwreen 
crime and politics, 
the 
bombing, 
machine gun m urders, bootleggers, 
m oonshiners and other products of 
the Volstead era. 
“They saw it as 
an 
uprising 
against the affiliation of gangland 
with governm ent, and as a revolt 
against a machine, drunk w ith powd­ 
er, w'hich held absolute control of 
all the public offices, adjusted the 
law's to suit them selves and impos­ 
ed on Chicago a ring comparable 
with th at of the Tweed ring iii New' 
York.”

Before taking up the platform of the “ New- 
P a rty ” so-called, section by section, the can­ 
didates on the “ Independent” Ticket to be

was also pending before the “ New P a rty ” took

year ago. DO YOU CONSIDER THAT PROM­ 
ISE FU L FIL L E D ? 
You can best answer. 
The “ New P a rty ” succeeded in delaying this 
much needed improvement for months, and it 
is a m atter of record. Who were the members 
of the Board that were using their best en­ 
deavors to push it to a conclusion? 
They are 
the men who are candidates for re-election on 
the “ Independent” Ticket, namely: 
Trustees, 
Klehm, Muller and Weinrich, men who are fa­ 
miliar with the contemplated project since its 
inception, men of experience in village affairs,

Ib is is one of the largest 
propositions ever confronting the people of 
Arlington Heights. 
If you personally, in con­ 
nection with your own business, had a big 
undertaking which involved a large amount of 
money, would you entrust its fulfillment to 
inexperienced men, or would you prefer men 
ot experience whom you could rely upon?
